SUBJECT: Congressional Relations 1958 

1. This mem ©random lo primarily for information, bat contains 
certain recommendations and snggestloas on the hand l ing of Congressional 
relations which yon may either wish to discuss further at a deputies 
masting, or refer to Die OD/S or the General Coen sal for advice. Theee 
suggestions are based en approximately fear and n quarter years of 
oaporioncs during which time legislative Counsel reported to mo. 1 
believe that they reflect my accumulated impressions of bow to handle 
oor relations with Congress. 

2. To my mind Dm single most important objective in our relations 

with Congress daring ibis session is to establish a wider knowledge 

among the members of Congress of ear general competence. Most of 

oor difficulties with the Congress stem from the fact that those com* 

ml tteos which do moot with no have disseminated little or no lafermatton 

about their reaction# to onr work. This lack of farther dissemination has 

boon based upon Dm concept that even She fact flat bearing# were held 

ahonld bo classified. I believe that recent events have Invalidated 

title concept and that unless some method la established at a very sarly 
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» general statement ef ear competence, that we admit inevitably find 
one solve • with * Congressional watchdog committee. It seems to me 
that there are basically two approaches to farther disseminating within 
the Congress geaeral knowledge ef ear competence : 1) by perseadlmg 
the chairman ef ear sub committe s s to either snake statements an the 


fleer or ioeee general announcements to <h# membership! 2) hy direct 
liaison mi eor part with edecattonal members ef Coogross with whom 
ere can ho frank and open concerning ©or general work. 

3. It rooms to me that the program that waa beimg lasached at

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4. It to my belief tha t meub better in Washington deo to 
with the Congress. in the feet I feel oor Gengressioad relations here 
been much toe dearly concentrated tieto yeereeU. the QQOL, toe 
Legislative Cwmil and t small grasp sf senior official*. IWi ie 
beet evidenead by toe feet tbet nearly every Congreaaioaal luncheon ie 
attended by about toe same individuals. It l* fairly obvious tout tbie 
limits greatly toe knowledge of Congressmen whom we can cultivate 
»«.«> "'sell" toe Agency . On toe other band* 1 completely agree with too 
necessity for toe legislative Ceansel to bn ton focal potet for Con- 
gressional relations, and prsferabiy bo should nttond as many functions 
givon by agency officials for Coagressmee as is posdbto. But I would 
submit that ws should sot a goal si a Congressman for lunch si toast 
ovary day daring toe forthcoming session, and obviously this would 
require a much broader groap of seni or officials to participate and best 
too luncheons. I believe toot Ibis con be done, inasmuch as in our vast 
organisation we probably havo mere toon a hundred senior officials who 
ere personally acquainted with one or more Congressmen. 

5. Finally, I baltove that it ie abeotutely essential that with 
certain kay Senators and Congressmen we develop as dose a relation 
«s their busy schedule will permit. This particularly applies to such 
key men as Goorgo Mahon of Teas*, and I comptotsiy agree with 
Mr. Holme bock dip on toe ottocked memo ran d um tod wo nut not 
spore a moment to getttagdwtd of M a hon and attempting to correct 
aeme of the misgivings tslovlsion Interview. 
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Farther, 1 would like to reiterate my previous suggestion that I believe 
it most important tor pen to request toe Vice President to convene a 
meeting el toe big lour — Johnson and Kaowland of toe Senate, end 
Martin and Rayburn of too House — for too purpose of going over toe 
question of toe Congressional relations of too CIA sad soliciting their 
advice end guidance. Sven if toe meeting never materialised. 1 believe 
toat too soliciting of it by you and possibly too suggestions of too Vico 
President would be most valuable, to tots content, of course 1 firmly 
believe toat we should cultivate toe democratic whip — Senator Mike 
Mansfield- -and try to broaden our contacts with toe wing el toe 
democratic party which be represents. 1 am firmly convinced toat 
Mansfield is toe recipient ef almost all toat is bad about toe Agency, 
having become a focal point as a result of his bill, end I think it 
quite important toat we try to balance this ledger.

3. Tbs debriefing p r e gram a* c o n du cted last year was successful from 
the Agency standpoint and was will received from tbs standpoint of the 
members ef Congress contacted. Every membe r ai Congress who was con- 
tacted by an Agency representative reacted courteously and cordially, Mote 
of tbs Congressmen were entrnmeiy friendly and seemed to enjey having tbs 
oppo rtunity to discus* tbsir trips. 


4. Most member* of Congress wba were contacted bad little to ai £ #* 
from the standpoint of positive Intelligent?* information. Positive cater 1- 
btetons were made, primarily by indivtdunl* who traveled to Soviet Russia 
and Iren Curtate countries, and those members of Congress who were at 
least somewhat familiar with, tee details of tbs Agency’s mission. Although 
little positive intelligence information was gathered, the indirect benefits 
derived from these contact# more than Justify tee continuation of this program 
is the future. The mere fact, of a CIA representative contacting many of these 
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Crafnannes was an experience for them and they appeared to be most 
happy to receive the visit. Many of the Congressmen have had little or so 
contact with the Agency and were anxious to hear something of the Agency's 
operations even in the mast general sense. This reaction applied both in. 
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6. Scene Csognsnstn indicated that the perpaee of their trip did no* 
haring them to contact with individuals or places which would he of interest 
to the Agency. However* if they had known of the Agency's interests they 
ceald have heea more alert to their ear round legs, to their contacts, and to 
the various circumstances which are erf interest to ns. Therefore, it is 
proposed that tods year attempt* he made to arrange for appropriate 
briefings of selected Congressmen who propose foreign travel so that we
